Connie Woulf, the faculty 
adviser to the paper, con+ 
formed the quote’s accu- 
racy. Stone could not be 
reached for comment. 

Walker dismissed Stone’s 
comments this way: ‘‘Mr. 
Stone is a counselor, he 
doesn’t establish policy.” 

However, Mrs. Woulf, an 
English teacher in addition 
to newspaper adviser, also 
said no changes in course 
identification are planned. 


Three Richmond Unified 
School District principals 
contacted yesterday, said 
they were ending the prac- 
tice of identifying jour- 
nalism, speech and drama 
courses as English. 

“What we are doing is ad- 
vising our students to take 
our regular English courses 
and to take these other 
courses as electives,” said

ALBANY — Albany Hill’s 
east side has enough space 
for construction of 325 addi- 
tional dwelling units, al- 
though the slopes are often 
it steep. 

owever, the adverse en- 
vironmental impact could 
be considerable, according 
to an interim por submit- 
ted to Albany City Council 
last night by the local Land 
Use Study Committee. 

The committee expects to 
have its complete report 
ready re Jan. 11. Chairman 
is Neil Havlik. 

The report’s estimate of 
325 possible dwelling units 
on the hill’s east side is 
based upon the allowable 
density of 35 units per acre 
in that area, with about 9.3 
acres available. 

The report said, “‘Much of 
the hill within the study area 
consists of slopes of 50 per- 
cent or more. This results in 
an impossible access situa- 
tion for much of the area. 

“Geologically the hill 
slopes are quite stable, so 
that steep slopes are expen- 
Sive to develop but do not 
present geologic hazards 
which are often the case in 
neighboring cities,” the re- 
port continued. 

The natural areas of Al- 
bany Hill contain an unusu- 
ally rich flora and a rep- 
resentative fauna. The = 
sence of deer has allowed a 
good reproduction of the 
oaks. This is not the case in 
the regional parks and 
watershed lands. 

Development on the east 
side of Albany Hill could 
have adverse impact upon 
the oak woodland and its 
habitat value, the report 
said. 

The adverse impact could 
also affect the hill’s habitat 
value, the scenic quality of 
thehill as seen from the city,

glucose, but now his target 
is the enormous amounts of 
waste produced in farming. 
“Just think of it,”’ says 
Wilke. ‘With every pound of 
wheat that’s tt to make 
bread there is a waste factor 
of 1.4 poundss of material. It 
would be good to be able to 
use the whole plant instead 
of just the wheat.” 

ilke’s main objective is 
finding ways of reducing 
costs. He also seeks to re- 
cover more of the usable 
enzyme that goes into cel- 
lulose conversion. He hopes 
to build a mini-plant in the 
near future; one that integ- 
rates completely the vari- 
ous steps in the conversion 
cycle. After that perhaps a 
large pilot plant could be 
built, he adds. His research 
is being watched closely by 
the chemical industry and 
automobile manufacturers 
who feel that corn stalks and 
wheat hay may very well 
contain a partial answer to 
an energy future
